Good morning. Neal Paul asked me to contact you with the status of the ATSDR "Public Health
Assessment" (PHA) as it pertains to Camp Lejeune. Currently, only one newspaper article has
been published ("Study Tracks Risk from Pollution at Marine Base", Wilmington Morning Star,

Wednesday August 13, 1997). A local television station (WCTI, Channel 12, an AEC affiliate)
ran a story about the study as well. Their piece was less critical of Lejeune than was the
newspaper article. I will fax you a copy of the article. I can also send you a videotape of

the television report if you desire.

To date, the Public Affairs Office has received only two phone calls from the public. One
from a former resident who says she has two children with birth defects. The other is a
gentleman, alsc a former resident, who says his child contracted leukemia and died. We
assume that both individuals resided at Camp Lejeune prior to 1985. ATSDR has called public
affairs and offered to take any phone calls from persons who wish to ask questions about the
study or who have medical-related gquestions. The Naval Hospital agrees with this approach,
since any qalls pertaining to the study are required to be registered with ATSDR. The office
of Occupational Health and Preventive Medicine at the base has reviewed the Public Health
Assessment. Although they find it to be a good report, they do not feel that enough data has
been generated to support ATSDRs view that adverse birth outcomes (decreased mean
birthweight, childhood leukemia, etc¢.) may be associated with VOCs in drinking water aquifers
aboard certain areas of the base priro to 1985.

That is where we stand at the moment. I have copies of both the ATSDR "Public Health
Assessment for U.S. Marine Corps Camp Lejeune" dated 4 Bugust 1997, and interim report of the
study "Velatile Organic Compounds in Drinking Water and Adverse Pregnancy Outcomes, U.S.
Marine Corps Base Camp Lejeune, North Carolina" dated January 1997. I can have copies of
these documents sent to you if you do not have them.

The following information is provided for your information.

ISSUE: 1In June 1997, The Agency for Toxic Substances and Disease Registry {(ATSDR) submitted
a proposal to investigate the potential relationship between exposure to solvent
contamination in drinking water and childhood leukemia at MCB Camp Lejeune. The cooest of this
investigation is estimated at $1.8M.

Because DoD and the Navy Environmental Health Center (NEHC) did not support fundingy such a
large study based on a undetailed proposal and limited background information, ATSTOR wrote a
letter to Ms. Munsell asking for her support in funding this study.

SUMMARY: ATSDR is pressuring DON to fund a full scale epidemioclogical study at Camnp Lejeune
to link Childhood cancer to exposure of solvent contamination in drinking water at Camp
Lejeune. LFL recommends that ATSDR gather additional information (conduct a pilot study)
prior to embarking on a full scale investigation.

On 22 Aug 97, representatives from NEHC met with the Armed Forces Epidemiological BEoard (well
respected and recognized epidemiologists) to discuss this issue and obtain their suiapport.

The Board verbally concurred that a pilot study or gathering of additional informatiion should
be conducted first as some assumptions made by ATSDR could not be validated and mammy data
gaps exist. A

However, in order to remain impartial, the Board officially recommended that the Nsavy ask
ATSDR to prepare a detailed proposal following National Institute of Health standazrds so that
they could conduct a scund, scientific third party review.

As these discussions are occurring, ATSDR released a Public Health Assessment whicZh suggested
that drinking water contamination at Camp Lejeune may be linked to childhood cance:r. This
information was picked up by both the local newspaper and television. Also, Mr. Bonsminger, a
former resident of Camp Lejeune who's daughter was born during the years in questi on, has
made several calls and is convinced that the drinking water contamination caused hais daughter
to contract Leukemia and die.

NEXT STEPS:

(1) On 8 Sep 97, NEHC will present this issue to CNO(N45), CMC{LFL), and NAVFAC amnd recommend
a course of action to resolve the sgituation.

(2) NEHC will prepare a fact sheet to help Camp Lejeune respond to public inquiriess generated
by the press and release of the Public Health Assessment.
